Follow this advice from the pros 
to get a smooth, clean finish 
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2 Let the paint dry, 

then cut the tape off 

When you have finished 
painting, make sure 
you don’t just rip off the 
masking tape around the trim. 

Paint forms a film between the wall 
and the tape, and removing it tears 
pieces of dried paint off the wall. So 
before pulling off the tape, cut it loose. 

Wait at least 24 hours for the paint 
to completely dry, then use a sharp 
utility knife to slice through the film. 

Start in an inconspicuous area to 
make sure the paint is hard enough to 
slice cleanly. As you cut the film, pull 
away the tape at a 45° angle. 




Banish mess when 
doing a paint job 

The plastic-wrapped 
case that holds bottles 
of water makes an ideal 
holder for your paint cans, trays and 
brushes. Sloshed or dripped paint 
won't then spill onto a drop sheet 
and get tracked all over the house. 


M Roll paint along the edges 

■ for a consistent texture 

■ Corners and areas next to trim 

■ that are painted only with a brush 

% have a noticeably different texture 
than the surrounding rolled-on paint. 

To ensure the finished texture will 
be consistent, brush on the paint, then 

roll it out with an 80 mm roller. 

Roll as close as you can to the 
edges of these areas without bumping 
the adjacent wall or getting any paint 
on the trim. Work in sections, brushing 
the paint on and then rolling it out.

4 Repair any cracks 
or holes with filler 

It can be easier just to 

start painting right 
away when beginning 
a room makeover, but for a perfect job 
it is important to prep the walls first. 

Using a quick-drying, all-purpose 
filler, like Timbermate Woodfiller, $17 
for 250g, will do the job (jacjay.co.nz). 

For a smooth finish, wet the palette 

knife before spreading the filler. 






5 Use a small sanding 
sponge for the trim 

Sanding trim between 
coats of paint is the key 
to an ultra-smooth finish. 
But instead of reaching for the 
sandpaper, use a sanding sponge. These 
conform to the shape of the trim and 
get into spaces sandpaper can’t reach. 

They also apply an even amount of 
pressure to knock down rough spots 
over the entire surface. 






Paint the trim before 
the walls and ceiling 

Professional painters 
usually follow a certain 
order when decorating 
a room. They paint the trim first, then 
the ceiling and the walls. 

This is because it's quicker and 
easier to apply masking tape to the 
trim than to tape off the walls. 

When painting the trim, you don't 
have to be neat. Just concentrate on 
getting a smooth finish on the wood. 
Don't worry if the trim paint gets 
slopped onto the walls, as you'll cover 
it later when painting the walls. 

Once the trim is completely 
covered and left to dry for at least 
24 hours, mask it off with painter's 
tape. Now you can focus on painting 
the ceiling, then the walls. 
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7 Feather edges when 
painting the ceiling 

It's hard to keep a wet edge 
when painting a ceiling, but 

if you feather out the edges 

it will prevent you leaving lap marks. 

Move the nearly dry roller along the 
edge in different directions, feathering 
out the paint. Once you complete one 
length of the ceiling, move to the next 

section and go over the feathered edge. 

For a second coat, apply the paint in 
the opposite direction. 



8 Clear the room 
before starting 

If something is too big 
to remove, put it in the 
centre of the room and 
cover it. Use canvas drop sheets as, 
unlike plastic, they stay put without 
tape and aren't slippery. 





Elevate chair legs to 
prevent them sticking 

When recolouring a chair, 
the legs can often end up 
sticking to the newspaper 
or drop sheet you're painting on. 

Work hassle-free by fitting 
plasterboard screws about 15mm into 
the base of the legs. This makes it easier 
to paint the chair and allows you to 
coat the underneath of the legs.

Make over a child’s room using 
just a budget hardware basic

A pegboard is usually found 
mounted on the wall in 
a shed or garage, but you 
can bring this workshop 
staple inside and use it for something 
other than hanging tools. 

Here, we've taken the pegboard 
concept and used it to make decorative 
storage for a kid's bedroom. 

Pegboard comes in panels made of 
masonite, a composite wood product, 
or powdercoated steel. 

They are similarly priced at about 
$32 a panel, but we used masonite 
because it can be easily cut to size. >

O Prepare the pegboard 

Use painter's tape to mask off the shape 
of mountains on the front face of the 
pegboard panel, covering the sections 
to be left unpainted with plastic. 

TIP Standard single beds measure 
920 X 1880mm, so to eliminate 
cutting use a 915 x 1220mm panel. 



@ Apply the paint 

Spray the mountain shape on the 
front face of the pegboard with 
two coats of paint in the colour of 
your choice, allowing it to dry in 
between coats. Remove the painter's 
tape while the paint is still slightly 
wet, pulling it away at a 45° angle. 



e Make the frame 

Cut 30mm pine with a jigsaw to make 
a butt-jointed frame. Turn over the 
pegboard and position each frame 
piece against the front face flush with 
each edge, securing temporarily with 
tape. Attach the frame with screws 
through the back of the pegboard.

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SAFETY TIP 

Add pegboard hooks to 
hang lightweight storage 
baskets on the headboard 
but remove them when 
the bed is occupied.

Every kid's room needs 
a coat rack to hang hats, 
W scarves, bags and jackets. 
But instead of plain wall hooks, 
make a faux pegboard and hang 
it on the wall, adding customised 
hooks painted in bright colours. 

It's as easy as drilling holes 
in a sheet of plywood and making 
hooks from dowels and bun feet. 

Make only about five hooks to 
avoid overloading the rack and so 
you can move them into different 
configurations, leaving some low 
enough for little arms to reach.

O Prepare the panel 

Cut a 2400 X 1200 x 12mm plywood 
panel to 900 x 600mm using a jigsaw 
or circular saw. Measure and mark a 
100mm grid on the plywood using 
a straightedge and a pencil. Use a drill 
and a 19mm spade bit to make holes at 
each intersection of the marked grid. 



@ Make the hooks 

Cut 19mm dowel into 100mm 
lengths using a handsaw, sanding 
the rough edges. Drill 3mm pilot holes 
to 10mm deep in each dowel using 
a twist bit. Apply acrylic paint to the 
top or side of each bun foot using 
a paintbrush, then leave to dry. 



© Finish the rack 

Insert the dowels into the large holes 
on the bun feet, securing through the 
small holes using 8-15 x 40mm white 
buttonhead screws.

Thread ribbon through the pegboard 
holes and knot it at the back to create 
card holders, then insert pegboard 
hooks into other holes for hanging 
tools. Wall-mount the letter using 
picture hanging strips rated to take

T he New Zealand taste for 

open-plan living is nowhere 
more evident than in the 
evolution of kitchen design. 

Once a separate space, designed 
with function first and foremost in 
mind, the kitchen is now the focus 
of open-plan living areas. 

It's a room that has to achieve high 
functionality with seamless aesthetics. 
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^ sleek but warm 

This stunning architectural 
O build created big demands 
when it came to a new kitchen design. 

Designer Steve Johnson took the 
opportunity to integrate high-spec 
features while staying away from 
over-sleek minimalism. 

There is something of a kickback 
to the all-white, often sterile-looking 
kitchen, and the current trend is to add 
warmth and personality' says Steve. 

Taking a cue from European 
designers who generally have to 
work with much smaller spaces, 

Steve incorporates innovative ideas 
that aren't immediately obvious. 

'One thing that always works well, 
particularly ergonomically, is the use 
of retractable doors,' says Steve. 

'Instead of losing valuable walkway 
space, these doors have a hinge system 
that allows them to open and then 
fold back into a void,' he says. 

The coffee machine is built into this 
area and sits on a stainless steel shelf. 

A steel panel below flips up to the same 
level to create another workspace. > 


The aluminium-framed cabinetry 
becomes a feature while also 
offering all the storage required. 

This client wanted a neat and 
tidy space with everything hidden. 
Creating a wall of storage is an 
excellent solution that achieves 
both things at once,’ says Steve. 

‘The fridge is concealed behind 
a door and all the appliances are 
disguised and integrated.'

The engineered stone benchtops add

Innovative ideas 

Modern kitchens have embraced the 
island as both a practical workspace 
and for additional storage, as well as 
to provide a central element. 

But in an otherwise pared-back 
space, a large island can be heavy and 
dominating. To bring lightness to 
something so solid, a deep rebate runs 
around the entire perimeter so the top 
seems to float above the cabinetry. 

The rangehood, which extends 
into the space because of the position 
of the cooktop, is clad and painted to 
become part of the architectural detail 
rather than a visual drawback. 

Storage is organised on both sides 
in customised drawer formats. 

'Cupboards are almost a thing of 
the past. They are poor solutions to 
kitchen needs, and while drawers are 
more expensive overall, it's a small cost 
load that's worth bearing,' says Steve. 




A built-in pantry provides 
storage for all the dry 
goods and banishes the 
bane of every kitchen, that 
awkward and inaccessible 
corner cabinet. 

'This is a system that 
utilises the space. It’s 
a tray that pulls in and out 
of the cupboard, so rather 
than you having to reach 
into the recess, it comes 
to you,' says Steve.

A formative background 
in IT means Steve is well 
placed to consider the 
future of kitchen design. 

'Technology will lead 
the way, with automated 
and mechanised systems, 
but it s not all buttons and 
gadgetry,' he says. 

'Form and how the 
kitchen sits in the space 
is something all design is 
moving towards.' 

He recalls one couple 
who wanted to have a fully 
integrated kitchen in which 
nothing identified it as 
a working space. 

They were fans of 
the British TV program 


Grand Designs and saw 
a solution on the show, 
then asked Steve’s company 
to do the same for them. 

'This is unusual in that it 
really is form over function 
here, but it is very telling of 
the way things are going.’ 

'With open-plan living, 
people don’t want to see 
all the appliances and 
functional equipment when 
sitting on the sofa or around 
the dining table,’ says Steve. 

This kitchen takes 
design a step further, with 
a huge walnut panel that 
slides manually across the 
cooktop and sink to create 
a dual table space.

Personal perfection 

In this family home the owners 
wanted a design that was anything 
but traditional. Interior designer 
Susanna Bilardo took on the task. 

This space is an experiment in 
finishes and how a kitchen can break 
the norms/ says Susanna. 

The goal was to make a kitchen 
and living area that was united as 
one, a space in which they could 
bring their friends through and sit 
together, and cook at the same time.' 

Crucial to the success of this 
design is the scullery, which is 
hidden behind the kitchen and 
doubles as a laundry. 

'Including a space where all the 
work can be done and kept out of sight 
means less need for expanses of storage 
and benchtops in the main area. 

'It also means they could turn the 
idea of an island on its head and use 
a large dining table as a working and 
an entertaining space,' says Susanna. 
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The cabinetry is stained 
with Black Japan to give 
a matt finish through which 
the grain is still visible. 

Solid oak benchtops 
featured on one side of 
the old-fashioned range 
are sealed and treated to 
withstand kitchen work. 

A practical stainless 
steel benchtop on the 


other side of the range was 
added for the serious cook. 

The rangehood cladding 
is formed using a black 
stained-all-through MDF 
product called Valchromat. 

Uneven and mottled 
glazed butcher's tiles 
lend a warmth and aged 
look that doesn't jar with 
the black finishes. >

Create a kitchen bench with storage 
using a reclaimed door and old pallets

A n island bench is a handy 
addition to any kitchen, 
providing more preparation 
space and extra storage. And if it's on 
castors, it can be easily tucked away 
in a corner when not in use. 

It's also a budget way to create 
an eat-in kitchen, as with just a few 
stools, an island bench makes an ideal 
casual dining station. 

This bench was built as a frame 
made from inexpensive pine, using 
recycled pallets for shelves and an old 
door as a top. It cost just $115 to make 
and suits a country-style kitchen. 

You can use a new door and pallets 
or salvaged ones, depending on how 
rustic you want it to look. 

Two of the legs are on castors to 
give the island mobility while, on the 
other end, there is a rail between the 
legs for hanging towels or utensils. 

Use a towel rail or make one from 
threaded steel pipe and fittings. >

Position the bench frame on top of 
the door, position a cross brace at each 
end, then drill pilot holes in the short 
rails, securing with screws. Drill pilot 
holes in the top of the cross braces, 
securing the door with screws. 



0 Add the legs 

Position the legs inside the bench 
frame. Drill pilot holes to secure the 
legs through the long rails using timber 
screws. Install the leg brace, securing 
with screws, then use a spade bit to 
drill holes, attaching a towel rail. 


@ Finish the bench 

Attach castors to the base of the 
short legs using the supplied screws. 
Turn the island bench the right 
way up and then fill all the screw 
holes with filler. Sand and stain, or

Use a paintbrush to apply a coat 
of acrylic paint, then allow it to 
dry. To distress the finish, sand it 
back to reveal the bare timber using 
fine grit paper. Or apply a lime wash 
stain to the bare timber.

O ften, all it takes to give a tired 
and outdated hallway a lift 
is installing a new door. 

The main areas of this cottage 
had been recently renovated, which 
highlighted the need for an update in 
the spaces that hadn't been touched. 

A bedroom door with chipped 
and peeling paintwork, as well as an 
ill-fitting passage set, needed to be 
replaced with a modern option. 

Hanging a door can be a tricky 
process but with the right method, 
it is something that can be done DIY. 
Take your time and follow the rule, 
measure twice, cut once, to achieve 
a great result fairly easily. 

We hung a honeycomb core door, 
which is a good choice for interiors. 

The other alternative is a solid door, 
but these are usually used for exteriors. 
They are also much heavier, so you 
may need an extra pair of hands. 

The door, hinges and new passage 
set for this project cost just $110.

O Trim the door 

Measure the doorway and, if the 
old door fits well, remove it and use 
it as a template for the new one. 

If it needs to be trimmed, take equal 
amounts from the sides, top and 
base. Use a plane to trim a few 
millimetres and a straightedge and 
circular saw for larger amounts. 



O Hang the door 

Test-fit the door, packing under the 
base to accurately position it. Check 
the hinge positions on the jamb and 
modify, if needed. Set the door at 90° 
to the opening and pack it to align the 
hinges on the jamb. Starting at the 
top, put two screws in each hinge, test 
the swing and fit, and finish securing. 


@ Set the hinge positions 

Transfer the hinge positions from the 
old door, or measure them from the 
existing jamb. If it's a new jamb, 
set the hinges 150mm from the top 
and 200mm from the base. Position 
the hinges on the door, drill pilot 
holes and secure with screws. Score 
around each hinge with a utility knife. 



^ Install the passage set 

Pack under the door and mark the 


centre of the door edge for the passage 
set. Measure the depth of the latch to 
the spindle and transfer this mark 
to the door using a square. Install the 
passage set and mark the position of the 
strike plate. Screw the plate in position 
and scribe around it with a utility knife. 



REBATE DOOR 


e Rebate the hinges 

Unscrew the hinges and remove 
them. Working with the grain, 
slowly and carefully gouge a series 
of shallow cuts using a sharp chisel. 
Clean out the rebate areas to the 
depth of the hinge, then position 
the hinges back in place, securing 
them with screws. 



@ Finish the door 

Chisel the rebate for the strike plate 
to set it flush in the jamb and chisel 
out the hole for the latch tongue. 
Remove the hardware from the door, 
then unscrew the door, supporting it 
with packers and removing the top 
screws last. Sand and paint the door, 
then rehang and refit the hardware,

Give a barren garden a facelift with new 
aluminium fencing and landscaping

he new owners bought this 
suburban house as a rental 
property, so naturally wanted 
to maximise their return without 
overcapitalising on their investment. 

By carefully considering their 
budget and making clever decisions 
about how and where they spent their 
money, they managed to do just that 
and the property now presents well. 


A big priority for them was to 
provide prospective tenants with 
privacy and security. 

Installing aluminium fence panels 
in the front yard and adding driveway 
gates achieved this goal, and was also 
a quick and easy job to DIY. 

Throw in a little inexpensive 
landscaping and the house no longer 
looks run-down but has kerb appeal. >

Fence panels with a double 
top rail design from Protector 
Aluminium were chosen by 
the owners. These can be 
I ordered through their website 
I (protectoraluminium.com.au). 

I Protector offer numerous 
' different fence styles through the 
Special Orders desk at Bunnings, 
but a couple of styles are kept in 
stock, so you can buy off the shelf 
to get started right away. 

All other components were 
off the shelf, which is great when 
you need to pick up a few extra 
screws or a post as we did. 

' This fencing system is simple 
and inexpensive. That means you 
won’t have any trouble tackling it 
with tools you probably already 
j own.

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'^INSTALL THE FENCE 


@ Dig the post holes 

For new footings, attach masking tape 
to the stringline centred over the post 
positions, digging 250 x 250 x 600mm 
deep holes at these locations. 

TIP Always check for underground 
pipes and cables before excavating. 


@ Attach the gate hinges 

Hammer the gudgeon hinge plugs into 
the gate stile. Mark the gate base on the 
post. Set the bracket. Fit the hinge pin 
to the bracket, then fit the gate with the 
top hinge. Mark the post, remove the 
gate and screw the top hinge. 


© Fit the fence panels 

Cut the fence panels to length using an 
angle grinder, taping the rails to protect 
the finish. Ensure the rails have 35mm 
clearance for the brackets and the panels 
are symmetrical. Slip the brackets over 
the rails, then set the panels and level. 


sink the posts 

Install formwork around the post holes 
and check for level. Measure down from 
the stringline to mark finished footing 
heights. Pour in concrete, tamp and 
agitate so it settles, then smooth with 
a float. Let it cure for at least 24 hours. 


@ Hang the gates 

Remove the top hinge and position on 
the gate, then fit the gate. Insert the 
supplied screws and tighten using a ring 
spanner. The gudgeon hinge allows 
vertical and horizontal adjustment so 
you can fine-tune the gate position. 


@ Secure the brackets 

Secure the brackets with the supplied 
self-drilling Tek screws using a drill or 
impact driver. Double rail panels have 
three brackets per side. Drive a screw 
through the base of a bracket on each 
side to secure the panel horizontally. 


O Mark the post holes 

Measure the area to be fenced and set 
up a stringline to mark the fence line. 
Mark the post positions with set-out 
paint. Standard fence panels are 2.4m 
long X 1.2m high and, if cutting, leave 
35mm clear on the rails to fit brackets. 


© Set the posts 

Secure the posts to the new concrete 
footings using anchors or Dy nabobs. 
Use a post level and thin packers to set 
them plumb. Position the last post, 
which is for the gate, drilling through 
the posts into the adjacent brickwork. 


O Add the gate hardware 

Attach the D-Latch to the post using 
the supplied self-drilling Tek screws. 
Align the striker on the gate, securing 
with the supplied screws. Adjust to 
ensure the gate latches smoothly. Fit 
drop bolts to the gate to hold it open. 
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SET THE 
POSTS 

We were setting posts on existing 
concrete paths and new footings, 
so chose ones with a base flange. 

The 1300mm posts allowed 
for stepping between the fence 


panels on sloping ground. Align 


with a stringline and mark the 



positions on existing surfaces. 

Grind the concrete level to 
accept the flange, if necessary. 

Protector recommends fixing 
with stainless steel Dynabolts, 
which rely on compressing the 
anchor within the masonry. 

We risked breaking out the 
side of the path so used 10mm 
Ramset galvanised anchor studs 
and adhesive instead. 

Drill 12mm x 90mm deep 
holes for the studs. > 




The front yard was nothing 
but dirt before the fence 
was installed. 

It took just a few rolls of 
turf, hardy plants and mulch 
to turn it into an attractive, 
low-maintenance garden.

DIG DOWN 
WITH CARE I 

Before excavating for walls 
and posts, it’s important that 
you have a clear picture of 
what's underground. 

Call the relevant utility company 
to check the location of any pipes 
and cables supplying power, water, 
gas and telecommunications. 

But still always dig with care 
as, despite having utility reports, 
we still encountered a pipe, which 
was most likely a redundant 
water pipe, through the middle 
of our area of excavation. 

We could have had a pipe survey 
company come and check it for 
us, but it was easier, and cheaper 
as well, to just adjust our levels 
and work around it. 


^ what you need 

This sloping garden had no 
O proper entry, so two low walls 
were built to level off the area and form 
a walkway, and steps were added. 

Treated pine boards and sleepers, 
from Runnings, are the easy and 
economical option to construct 
a non-structural retaining wall. 

To make one section of wall that 
is 3m long x 400mm high, youTl need 
a 200 X 50mm x 6m board and at least 
one 200 x 75mm x 2.4m sleeper. Use 
the board for the wall rails and the 
sleeper for the posts. 
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A non-structural low wall can be 


easily designed and constructed by 
the average DIYer. 

But if the height exceeds 400mm, 
it’s close to a boundary, or it will be 
carrying a heavy load or a ‘live’ load 
like a driveway, then you may need to 
seek professional advice on its design. 

o 

Contact your local 
council to see if 
there are any rules 
regarding the size and 
position of walls 



Lay slotted Rein Stretch Drain behind 
a retaining wall and pull it out to the 
required length. Make sure it falls 
slightly in the desired direction. 

Cap the starting end and connect 
the output end to unslotted pipe, then 
run to stormwater or another section 
of slotted drain shallowly buried in the 
garden as a watering pipe. 

Cover to 50mm deep with metal 
aggregate, add filter or drainage fabric, 
then backfill behind the wall with soil. > 
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% BUILD THE RETAINING WALL 



O Mark the area 

Use set-out paint to mark the area 
on the ground, then set a stringline 
to look at levels. This build was to 
use cut-and-fill techniques in order 
to also create a level pathway on the 
downhill slope of the main retaining 
wall, so a low wall was required on 
the downhill side as well. 



O Install the posts 

Reset the stringline to check for 


level, then mark the position for the 
remaining posts at 1500mm centres. 
Dig the post holes, then sink the posts 
using quick-set concrete. 

TIP If the wall is one board long, the 
outside edge of the last post should 
be flush with the end of the board. 


@ Dig the site 

Excavate the site where both of 
the retaining walls are to be 
located, then clear an area at least 
500mm wide for each to allow 
for both the wall and clearance for 
drainage behind. To break up any 
rock while digging, use a demolition 
breaker hammer. 



@ Attach the sleepers 

With the posts secured in position, 
attach the horizontal wall rails at 
the back of the posts using timber 
construction screws. The sleepers 
can be screwed in from the front or 
back but, if securing from behind, 
ensure you don't drive the screw out 
through the front face of the sleeper. 


e Build the steps 

Use at least three screws to secure 
each step at the front and back. Position 
the steps and check for level from side 
to side and front to rear. Dig the front 
post hole to 400mm deep and cut the 
200 X 75mm sleeper into three 800mm 
posts. Position one in the post hole 
and concrete in place.

TREATED 
PINE BASICS 

Pine is commonly preserved with 
chromated copper arsenate (CCA). 
As arsenic can leach, this type 
shouldn’t be used for handrails, 
decks orvegie patches. 

ACQ pine uses mainly copper, 
and while it won’t leach toxins it’s 
five times more corrosive, so you 
must secure with ACQ-safe screws. 

Micronised treatments use 
copper microparticles in sleepers 
called Microshades. A safe option, 
these also need ACQ-safe screws. 
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For steps, we built a 1m wide 
box construction, with 250mm 
treads and 150mm risers. 

Adjust the plan to fit 
with posts and any existing 
structures, adding the top 
step once the main structure 
is secured in position. 

Use timber construction 
screws if you're securing to an 
existing structure. Attach one 
side to the structure and the 
other side to the wall post. ^

Badly designed or poorly 
installed drains, or a lack 
O of drainage altogether, 
can lead to boggy spots on the 
lawn or even flooding.

O 3 trench 

Set out the location for the drain 
using a stringline and set-out paint. 
Dig a trench for the drain at least 
130mm deep and about 250mm wide. 
TIP Use a trenching shovel to dig 
the trench to make it easier to 
create a narrow channel. 



@ Fit end caps 

Attach end caps to the drain and 
secure them in position with silicone 
sealant. If necessary, cut the drain 
to length with a handsaw and make 
a suitably sized hole for connecting 
it to an output pipe. Dig another 
trench for this output pipe. 



Lay the drain 

Mix the concrete and lay a bed in the 
main trench. Position the drain with 
the grate in place, then tamp it down 
using a rubber mallet, ensuring there 
is adequate fall towards the output end. 
Connect the output drain, then backfill 
the excavations and bring to level. > 
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Local councils have 
very clear guidelines on 
drainage and handling 
stormwater, so if in 
doubt give them a call.

INSTALL SUB-SURFACE DRAINAGE For a system that catches and disperses water at its source, you'll need a length of trench 
liner, end caps, drain matting and metal aggregate. Decorative gravel, timber edging and a drainage pipe are optional. 



(T) Lay trench liner 

Excavate a trench in the impacted area 
100mm deeper than the height of the 
trench liner, and deeper if you plan to 
add a garden bed. The liner will allow 
water to disperse, but you can also fit 
a drainage pipe, or a slotted drain if 
you're adding a garden bed. * 


Q) Add the aggregate 

Cover the entire trench liner with 
drain matting, then backfill the 
trench using metal aggregate, 
making sure the liner is completely 
covered by a layer at least 30mm 
deep. Top the aggregate with 
another la^er of drain matting. 




(S) Cover the drain 

Conceal the drain by adding a layer 
of decorative river pebbles, constrained 
by timber edging. Or lay turf or put 
a garden bed over the top of the drain.

PESTS 


Evict pesky squatters from 
your place to keep it hygienic 
and prevent any damage 



s winter settled in, you may 
have found that unwelcome 
guests attempted to set up 
camp in your home, seeking food, 
shelter and warmth. 

But you can ensure these creatures, 
such as rats, mice and cockroaches, 
don't stay for the season and produce 
a new generation to plague the house. 

Learn their weaknesses to stop 
them spreading disease and causing 
damage to your home. 
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RAT ATTACK 

Have you noticed frayed wires, gnawed 
skirting boards, holes in woodwork, 
nests in attic insulation, and droppings? 

This indicates you have a rodent 
infestation. Carriers of disease, 
rats can cause structural damage 
or spark electrical fires. 

Discourage them from entering 
your home by sealing holes, removing 
leaf litter and rubbish from the garden, 
trimming branches away from the roof, 
closing garbage bins and installing 
wire mesh over compost bin vents. 

If they’ve already made it inside, 
leave out poisoned baits, remove nests, 
or set out traps and, in extreme cases, 
call in a professional. >■

These insects thrive in warm, humid 
and unhygienic conditions.

Roses are hardy plants and with just 
a little care, they'll flourish. 

O POSITION where they will receive 
at least six hours of sun a day and have 
protection from harsh winds. 

O PLANT in well-drained soil, enriched 
with organic matter. Dig in cow manure 
or compost about 4-6 weeks before 
planting. Add liquid lime to acidic soils. 
O WATER regularly and deeply the first 
year after planting. Established plants 
only need a deep watering once a week. 


Water early in the morning at ground 
level to help reduce fungal diseases. 

O FEED in spring, summer and early 
autumn with Yates Dynamic Lifter Plus 
Flower Food, an organic fertiliser or 
a complete rose or citrus food.

O MULCH in spring after feeding to keep 
the roots cool and moist, and suppress 
weeds.

WHEN TO PRUNE 


O CUT the old wood back to a strong 
young branch, or if there isn’t one, back 
to the bud union. Remove any branches 
crowding or crossing over healthy 
branches, then cut out twiggy growth. 

O PRUNE the remaining growth back by 
a third to a half. Make the cut about 5mm 
above a bud that points outwards from 
the centre of the plant, angling the cut 
slightly so it slopes away from the bud. 
TIP Once-flowering climbers such 
as banksias and species roses that 
only bloom in spring are pruned after 
they have flowered. 


It is necessary to prune roses to 
reinvigorate the plants before they 
produce a new harvest of blooms. 

Repeat-flowering climbing and bush 
roses are pruned in June and July in 
frost-free climates, and in late August 
and early September in cold climates. 

Start by removing the dead wood 
and then the old, unproductive wood. 
Old wood has a rough bark with a dull, 
grey appearance while young wood 
has smooth red or green bark. 

Arm yourself with long gloves, 
sharp secateurs and a pruning saw.

The best time to plant roses is in 
winter when they are dormant. Buy 
them as bare-rooted plants that are 
wrapped in plastic or hessian. 

O UNPACK the plant, shake the roots 
free of packing material, then soak 
them in a bucket of water. 

O DIG a hole about 500mm wide and 
deep enough for the bud union to be 
25 -50mm above the soil level. 

O MAKE a mound of soil in the centre 
of the hole and position the rose on 
top. Backfill the hole, making sure the 
bud union remains at the appropriate 
height above the soil level. 


O FIRM the soil around the rose, then 
water in using one full 9L watering can. 
Add more soil, if needed, and mulch 
with lucerne hay, keeping it away 
from the stem. 

TIP Don't fertilise _

Tropical gardens are densely planted, 
which gives them their lush look. 

They're designed on three levels, 
starting with an upper canopy of 
taller trees and palms that create 
a warm microclimate and provide 
shade and protection for lower plants. 

The middle layer is made up of 
shrubs and tall perennials, then at 
soil level, low growers give a mix of 
leaf textures and colours. 

While the foliage colour 
is important, the structure, texture, 
shape and composition are also key 
considerations. There is a huge 
variation in foliage shape, colour and 
texture, and while mainly green, it 
can also be colourful.

MIDDLE LAYER 

Choose plants 1-2m high with luxuriant 
foliage in different shades and shapes, 
and featuring stunning flowers.

And if you include 
a fountain, you'll also benefit from the 
soothing sound of running water. 

But if space is limited, plant a water 
bowl. The plants need to be positioned 
at the correct height in the water. Lotus 
plants and waterlilies should go deep in 
the water while others do best with the 
rim of the pot just above water level. 

You can gain the correct height 
for the pots by standing them on bricks 
or an empty upturned pot in the base 
of the water container. 


If a pond isn’t an option, 
create an imitation stream 
bed with pebbles and 
rocks, softening the edges 
with overhanging plants.

When it comes to creating a tropical 
feel, any pathways you build should 
have a natural appearance.
